allowed in joint meeting. The speaker 
of the house, a worthy, ambitious man, 
was in the chair. As Mr. Parnell, lean- 
ing on the arm of Governor Luke P. 
Blackburn, entered the door of the hall, 
our spokesman met them, and, turning 
to the speaker and the large and distin- 
guished assembly, formally presented 
Mr. Parnell, stating hia official position, 
the praiseworthy motive ..-that brought 
him to "America aafl bis'pJaus for 'the 
relief of Ireland, ihou afflicted by fam- 
ine. 
• Opr_ syrnini^Jor him and : his 


conntry w«s. expressed in earnest and 
glow'mg terms.

After speaking five minutes the 


spokesman, according to instructions, 
escorted him to the speaker's desk, it 
having been agreed, that Mr. Parnell 
should at OIIG& address, the -assembly ; 
but before ho could open his month the 
speaker unexpectedly rushed into a 
speech, saying: "Ladies and gentlemen, 
I have the honor to present Mr. Cor- 
nel!. 
(To set the gentleman right Mr. 


Parnell whispered liis name, and the 
speaker, correcting himself , proceeded ): 
He is a distinguished member of the 
English parliament, and no name is 
moro beloved in Ireland than that of 
Mr. Cornell. (Again Mr. Parnell whis- 
pered the right uame, and again the 
speaker, correcting the mistake, pro- 
ceeded ) : I am sure yen will recall this 
day in ;ifter years with delight, and 
that a favorable report of yonr courtesy 
will be carried back to Erin and to 
England by onr distinguished guest. In 
our homes his coming has been discuss- 
ed with sympathy, day and night, until 
now every man, woman and child in 
the laud has learned to respect, to re- 
vere aud to love the name of Cornell. "

LAST SUAVE AUCTION. 


it Was at S.ivanuali a Tear and a Half 


Before tho War. 


Tho last great sluve auction held in 


this country occurred jnst a year and a 
half bofoi'o the war—in October, 1859 
—at the race track iia Savannah. The 
slaves WJTO the property of Pierce But- 
let, a picturesque and prominent figure 
at that clay in Philadelphia society, 
who is tocljy only remembered as bav- 
ins been tho Imsbaud of Fanny Kemble, 
the actress, reader and author. His fam- 
ily.name.was If ease, but he inherited a 
fortune iu lauds and slaves from his 
grandfather, .Major Fierce Butler of 
South Carolina, ou condition that he 
ehonld tt»f:o Uio-lutler's uauie. - ' . . . _ 


Butler's iuvoternto r<assion for gam- 


bling got him into financial difficulties. 
It is said that he lost $26,000 on a sin- 
gle hand—four deuces against 
four 


kiuga held by bis opponent. 


Finally, to meet his losses, Bntler 


was forced to sell his slaves. There 
were 988 ot (horn in all. The sale, took 
(\vo days and netted §308,850. Bntler 
had chosen a good time to sell. A year 
later his negroes would not have been 
worth n dollar a head. 
But tho sale 


would have been mote profitable had it 
not been announced HB one of the con- 
ditions that no division of families- 
would bs permitted. Hence, in order to 
secure a good slave, buyers often had 
to take with them infirm or aged rela- 
tives. 
Out of this limitation grew a 


memorable tragedy. 'Tom Pate, a well 
known Vicksbnrg trader, bought at the 
sale a mau, his two sisters and his wife, 
with the guarantee that they should 
not be separated. Disregarding this, 
Pato Bold tha sisters, one to Pat Somers, 
a brother trader, and the other to a resi- 
dent of St. Lotiis. 
What legal rights a 


negro had iu ilie south were well pro- 
tected. Soincrs was told of (ho guaran- 
tee, and ho saut t.he girl back to Pate 
and demanded liis money. 
A quarrel 


was tho result, and Sumtvs was shot 
dead. Ten days later his nephew killed 
Pate, and died from woiuids received. 
Tho fond was kept Till until every mule 
bearing the lurna o? Palo v/as wiped 
out, nud then tho •wnr liberated the ins- 
ters.—New York Heruld,

is laid ont and the drummers are sent 
in to capture it. Circulars, posters, local 
advertisments and every sort of com- 
mercial gun is tnrned on the -territory 
until it capitulates. So general is the 
use of these pins in wholesale houses 
that a firm makes a business of supply- 
ing them, with other office flxtnres.-p-

Fifteen United States Senators met 


in the Marble Room of the National 
Capitol in response to a call for a con- 
forence on the silver question. Men 
who hare acted with the Democratic 
party, men who have acted with tho 
Republican pwty and men who are 
Populists attended. No attempt was 
made to outline a plan of campaign, 
hut the silver question was informally 
discussed and all agreed to place the 
prosperity of the country before the 
saccesscf any party and to maintain 
tlie struggle for financial independence 
ugaiast tho Wall Street horde as vigor- 
ously as 10 tho past. These patriotic 
representatives of the people will not 
b-irter the interests of the masses for 
political preferment and power. They 
have resolved to do battle for the wel- 
fare of the country and will enter into 
no combination that will jeopardize 
the silver cause, nor support anyiman 
tor President who does not atandl for 
silver on a tree coinage platform. 


Senators JoneEv and Stewart o! Ne- 


vada ara among the gallant few who 
have agreed to figut to the bitter, end 
for silver. For some reason the (sold 
men pretended to believe that Senator 
Jones, notwithstanding bis declaration 
that the Repnblicaa party is unalter- 
ably 
opposed 
to 
the 
free 
coin- 


age of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1, or at any other ratio, would vote 
with them to organize the Senate. 
They even gave out here in Nerada 
that he was not only willing, bat 
anxious to renew his allegianca to the 
Republican party. Now that he Las 
with other true silver men ajjre 3d to 
give no support to eithei of the old 
parties in organizing the Senate, tnero 
can be no longer any pretense on the 
part of Nevada goldbugs for circulat- 
ing the report that Senatoi Jonas is 
with them and they have commenced 
an active campaign against 
him. 


Though from a Republican standpoint 
nothing can be &aid against Senator 
Jones, excep*. that he is unequivocally 
for free coinage, a little gang of place 
huntara with eyes on the mint and the 
other few federal positions in Nerada, 
have raised the cry that the Seuatoi 
has no interests in Nevada, though it is 
learned from those who have takeu 
pains to ascertain, that he pays more 
taxea in the State than tne whole gang 
whu h is now industriously engaged in 
misrepresenting hira. 


THE 
SITUATION 
IN 
COLOKADO 


SIMILAR TO NEVADA. 


The people of Colorado, like tho pec- 


pie of Nevada, are opposed to the dingle 
gold standard and in favor of the re- 
monetization of silver. They believe 
tnat the retittbilitntion of eilvor is the 
ooly thing that will restore prosperity 
to the State. Though gold mines are 
being worked they give employment to 
only a few, comparatively speiiking, 
while the restoration of silver would 
give employment to thousands and 
make money cheaper, so that a bushel 
of wheat wonld purchase a dollar Not- 
withstanding all this the DenvDr Re- 
publican, which, though a Republican 
paper, is for prosperity before iparty, 
says there is a movement on foot in 
Denver to attempt to hold the State in 
the Republican ranks next year who- 
ever the nominee may be and regard- 
less of what the platform may contain 
on the silver question. This move- 
ment is engineered by professional 
politicians, who want office, and a few 
political youngsters, who are being 
trained by the old leaders. 


The Republican, commenting upon 


this movement, says: 


Every intelligent citizen knows that 


Colorado cannot be carried for t, gold- 
bug Presidential nominee and plat- 
form. The masses of the Republican 
party of Colorado are for a free silver 
party and Henry M. Teller for United 
States Senator to succeed himself. 
And they don't care who knows it. 


The situation in Colorado seems to be 


the same as in Nevada. A large ma- 
jority of the people of the State, in fact 
all except the professional 
office 


seekers and those who have fixed 
salaries and profit by the low price at 
which farmers and others have < o sell ' 
their products, are opposed to the gold 
standard and in favor of free coinage 
Every intelligent citizen knows that, 
but the professional politiuians who 
want office and do not care whether 
silver is remonetized or not if they get 
a. place at the public crib, are trying to 
delude the unsophisticated into the 
belief that their interests will be best 
subserved by the election of a goldbng 
President. _

BILLS REL&TING TO SILVER 


INTRODUCED. 


A Number of Resolutions Introduced 


and Petitions Presented 


in Both Houses. 


WASHINGTON, December 5—There was 


a good attendance wben the Senate met 
. 
mi - .a_Aa. kill int «*rt_ 
at noon to-day. The first bill intro- 
duced was one by Mr. Mills (Dem.) for 
the coinage of the silver in -the Treas- 
ury.The bill introduced by Chandler 
(Rep.) for the coinage- of silver at the 
ratio of 16}J to 1, the bill to become 
, 


operative when England, Germany and 
France pass similar laws, was 1'stened 
to with great attention by the members 
of the Senate. 


Petitions from Florida for the recog- 


nition of Cuba, and from the Legisla- 
ture of Montana against the further is- 
suance of bonds were presented. 


A resolution by Call (Dem.) was 


adopted, calling upon the Secretary of 
State to send,the correspondence relat- 
ing to the case of General Sanguilly, 
the American citizen sentenced to life 
imprisonment for alleged complicity in 
the Cuban revolution, and directing 
him to procure a copy of the record in 
the case if it is not on file at the De- 
partment. 


Gallinger (Rep.) introduced a resolu- 


tion declaring that it was the sense of 
the Senate that it was unwise and in- 
expedient to retire greenbacks. 


Mitchell (Kep.) introduced a resolu- 


tion, which was agreed to, calling on 
the Secretary of the Treasury to in- 
form the Senate why the constiuction 
of the public building at Portland, 
Oregon, for which an appropriation was 
made by the Jast Congress, was not 
proceeded with.

What will be developed and 
brought out later on remains to be 
shown. The prosecution, and as for 
that matter, both sides have interest- 
ing testimony for the readci s of tbe 
JOURNAL to peruse. 


George W. Likens continued—It was 


the duty of the night watchman to 
take the key of the refinery from its 
nail over the desk in tbe hallway of the 
main entrance to the mint and go 
through the refinery department every 
hour during tbe night. 


Heney lived with his family about 


three blocks from the mint, and his 
noon lunch was always brought to him 
by some member of his family in a 
miner's lunch pail, which he would go 
down in the back yard to receive, and 
always in his working clothes. He 
generally ate his lunch in the press 
room, unless assisting in cupel work, 
when he would eat near the furnace. 
Gutts and Spurgeon frequently had 
their lunches sent to them. Heney was 
a willing worker, more able for hard 
work than the rest of us, therefore did 
more help. It used to take him an 
hoar and & half every morning to claaii 
up the precipitation tanks. He often 
helped about the gold sweetening tubs, 
and had as good a chance to steal as 
any of tbe rest of us, and no better. 


Coinage ceased in June 1893. Fierce 


ended as foreman of the refinery in 
June '94, being succeeded by Thomas 
Connors. The refinery closed down in 
May last. Bullion too base to be other- 
wise worked has to be put through the 
cupel process. No base bullion baa 
been worked at the mint since last 
June.

Was sent out 
tiere to investigate this shortage and 
found a shortage of 3,000 ounces of 
standard gold and 3,000 ounces of sil- 
ver. 
This was in the bullion in tte 


vaults, demonstrated by chipping, 
assaying or melting tbe bara, finding 
one melt over $20,000 short, and a small 
gold bar of forty ounces was missing 
entirely. The deficiency in the Melt- 
ing and Refining department wan $4,- 
060 ounces, gold, to the value of $75,- 
549 75. 


A long discussion followed relative 


to the exact status of this shortage as 
Mason finds or defines it, and its real 
existence beyond or outside of the 
noted spurious melt which was re- 
ceived and recorded as a gold deposit 
from the Standard mine, Rodie, and 
afterward mysteriously converted into 
and recorded as a silver deposit over 
$20,000 short of its original value and 
purchased by the mint.

Prince of British Pointers—Be Pom as 
Naturally u He Laugh*. 


IB the pun a legitimate form of wit? 


(Some peopli) think not, and Dr. Johnson 
laid that a mau who would make a pun 
would pick a pocket. Bat the fact is 
that the general objection to puns is be- 
cause of their frequent lack of -wit— 
that is to sfiy, it is directed to bad puna 
We do not want to discuss bad puns— 
or even to hear them. The point is, 
whether goDd pnns are admissible aa 
Isgitimate and commendable expres- 
sions of htimor. It is of no use to say, 
))ko Sydney Smith, that puna ought to 
be in bad repute, and, although one 


'N an incorrigible punster—often, it 


is hue, an incorrigible here—in every 
little cncltt of social life, one does not 
find the iaoe of pickpockets to bo in- 
creasing nlaimiiigly in numbers. Nor 
do the statistics of crime seem to bear 
any relation to the productions of 
Planohet or Brough or of Gilbert to the 


iOad of burlesque and the cultivation 


of Bab balladist opera. 


It is probable that there are a few, 


eveu in those days of culture, capable of 
appreeiati ag the profound witticism 
wLich D(i Quincey discovered in the 
jests for which poor ^Elius Lamia was 
put to death by Donntian. 


Cicero had the name of being a great 


punster, although not many of his wit- 
ticisms have come- down to ns. There is 
one, honover, that may be appreciated 
eieii without a knowledge of Latin, 
Once a J«iw attempted to get the cause 
of Verres into his own hands, and Cice- 
10, who tehe^ed the Jew to he a mere 
tool of the culprits, opposed him by ask- 
ing, "Wbut hntb a Jew to do with 
^v.iue'8 flesh?" The Romans called a 
boai 'SeneV so that the point was 
neat and npjiroprmte 


If wevMnt to argue the legitimacy of 


puns wo me obliged to fall back on tlio 
old dib.cu-.Moii as (o the difference be- 
tween wit and humor. The definitions 
aie legional of course, hut not one of 
them is wholly satisfactory. "Knowl- 
edge conies and wisdom lingers," Ten- 
nyson says, and peihaps we might found 
upon this a paiody, withisome approach 
to truth—that wit sparkles and humor 
pei meat as 
But there is little profit to 


be got in analysis of this kind. What is 
funny isn't necessarily witty, but what 
is funny must have m it or suggested 
by it tome of the essence of humor. 
Thus Chat lea Lamb wns not so far 
wrong when he said that the most far- 
fetched and startling puns aro the best. 


The familiar inquiry, "Is it true that 


tho first apple was eaten by tho fiut 
pair?" is faifoichecl, but one cannot 
deny the humor of it. Again, in the 
conundrum, "Why is blind mail's buff 
like sympathy?"—"Because it is a fel- 
low feoling for a fellow creature," 
there is a direct application which is 
also ncquestionably humorous. Then, 
as another example _ of a pun which is 
absurdly apparent, there was Douglas 
Jerraid's remark about a man to whom 
he had repeatedly written in vain for 
borne money. 


"I have •written him," said Jerrold 


to an acquaintance, "but got nothing." 


"Strange," said the other, "for he is 


a man full cf kindness." 


"Yei>," rejoined Jerrold, "unremit- 


ting kindness." 


A PTJI which requires explanation in 


bracket s is indeed simply intolerable. 
The Oxford scholar who, meeting a 
porter carrying a hare through the 
streets, asked, "Prithee, friend, is that 
thy own hare or o wig?" required no 
commentator. This same story is some- 
times attributed to Charles Lamb Nor 
did Tom Hood, who, when all is eaid 
and dene, remains the pnnce of Butish 
punsters. He puns as naturally as ha 
laughs. A babe can see the point of his 
jokes, and the crustiest dry-as-dnst can- 
not reiiist them. 


Theodore Hook is thought by many 


to be equal to Hood ns a punsto:, but 
Hook was labored and slow in coii-pari- 
son. There is an impromptu air atbut 
Hood'u puns which is incomparable, end 
an urexpectedness, even when yon are 
looking f(X them, that is delicious. 
Frederick Locker once or twice scomod 
to IJBVB Hood's unconscious ease, as thus: 


Ho cannot bo complete in aught 


Who Is not humorously prone 
A loan withont a merry thought 


Can hardly have a fnnny bone 


John Hill Burton relates a legal joke 


which, to tho legal mind, has ill the 
charm of a pun. One day a bailiff, serv- 
ing a writ, had been compelled by the 
defendant to swallow the document. In 
a state of great agitation and auger the 
officer rushed into the court, over which 
Lord Norbnry was presiding, to com 
plain of the indignity. He was met by 
the expression of his lordship's hope 
that the writ was "not returnable in 
this court." 


Br«t Harte, by the way, is not usual- 


ly regarded as a professional wit, and 
yet a.nong the good things which cling 
to one's memory is the couplet in the 


Heathen Chinee:" 
Coxcealcd tn his nails, which were taper, 
Whikt is common in tapers—that's wax. 
Somebody has written a parody in 


which a candidate for examination even 
beats the record of the Mongolian: 
Concenlod in his palms, which were spacious. 
What Is common in palms—and that's dates. 


Speaking of palms recalls the famous 


pun of the bishop of Oxford, who, when 
asked by a lady why he was nicknamed 
Soapy Sam, replied, "Because, madam, 
I am always getting into hot water and 
always coming out with clean hands." 


Perhaps it may be said that some of 


these examples are not true puns. But 
a pun is not necessarily u twisting of 
spelling and a contortion of syllables, 
as the writers of burlesque and "comic" 
papers seem to think. It is play upon 
wortls, and to be really entitled to he 
considered witty should play both upon 
the1 tound and the sense, if possible — 
Philadelphia Press.
